The Lipicaner horses are famous all over the world. Forty-four of these elegant white horses even starred in a Walt 
Disney film, “Miracle of the White Stallions.” During the filming of this movie, Walt Disney had this to say about 
these well-known horses: “The beauty, obedience, and courage of Lipicaners fills me with admiration. If it had not 
been for these wonderful Yugoslav stallions, even with well-known film stars I would not have been able to carryout 
this idea.” *) 

In 1580, Archduke Charles, son of the Austro-Hungarian Emperor Ferdinand I, founded a stud farm in Lipica, a 
town located in the Republic of Slovenia. 1 2 ) His goal was to breed pure-blooded horses, which would eventually 
draw the royal coaches. He bred the present-day Lipicaner from six colts and twenty-four mares he brought from 
Spain. Archduke Charles then crossbred these Spanish horses with a hardy local breed from Lipica. It is interesting to 
note that the pure white Lipicaner is born with a coal-black coat which takes about seven years to whiten completely. 

Spirit, intelligence, docility and sweet disposition are characteristic of the Lipicaner. After five years of training, 
these horses are ready for the show ring, where they display their famous high-stepping movements with much poise 
and elegance. The Lipicaner is quite versatile; this horse can be found in riding schools, circuses, tournaments, parades, 
and even in farm work! A Lipicaner horse took part in the 20th Olympic Games in Munich. A fascinating sidelight to 
their colorful background took place before the First World War. Emperor Franz Josef of Austria had his coach drawn 
by these white Lipicaners. The people living in that area of Vienna set their docks daily by the punctual arrival of the 
horses at the palace! 

Because of their long life (around 30 years) they are expensive. These horses are exported to the United States, 
West Germany, Austria, Italy and many other countries. The famous Royal Spanish Riding School in Vienna has for 
many years bought only Lipicaners from Yugoslavia. Horse lovers traveling to Lipica take note: these famous horses 
are available for riding to the tourist and the serious horseman!
